The time is coming when the con- 
solidated school will assist greatly 
in aiding children in rural dis- 
triots to obtain a better education. 

Superintendent Hutton of the 
Lacombe experimental farm, open- 
ed the afternoon session by an ad- 
dress on “Agridultore in the rural 
school.” He thought agricultare 
should have a place on the currio- 
ulum. The fruit from teaching 
agriculture in rayal schools as yet 
was little. .“It ie strange after all 
these years so little has been done 
in this respect,” he said. “Nine- 
ty per cent of the farmers never 
get any further than the public 
achool. A thorough study of ag- 
rioulture in rural schools would 
help them. We must have quali- 
fied teachers. We should encour- 
age the leading men of the prov- 
ince to give momentum to the 
movement.” 

President Murray, Saskatche- 
wan university, said that three ont 
of four boys of the west will ob- 
tain a living from egriculture and 
recommends the nature study of 
grains, roots, animals and simple 
courses in agriculture with addi- 
tions in wood work and that girls 
should have lessons in cooking. 
The consolidated sohool would 
solve the problem, The teachers 
must be college trained and the 
text book properly prepared to 
assist in the teaching of agrioul- 
ture, 

Ontario a few years ago ap- 
pointed men to assist in agricul- 
tural work. In Galt fall fairs 
there are competitions for school 
grown crops. 

The professor stated moet girls 
know little about cooking before 
getting married.

Earliest Use of Coffee 

Coffee was first introduced into the 
Netherlands during the second half 
of fhe seventeenth century. In the

Enclyclopaedias are an English in- 
vention. hasten to add that. they 
owe a great dea] to their early and 
later development to Scottish brains.

A seven- 
teenth century dpoffee house that pro- 
vided water-grue! at sunrise, and al- 
gebra at sunset, must be regarded as 
the lineal ancestor of Mr. Eustace 
Miles’ vegetarian tabernacle. arris 
was, doubtless, paid a modest fee for 
these lectures, which were instituted 
‘for the public good’’ by Sir Charles 
Cox, M.P. He seems to have had a 
wide acquaintance among men = of 
learning, and a good deal of employ- 
ment from the booksellers. His pur- 
trait in the ‘‘Lexicon Technicum” 
shows us a strong, bewigged face in 
which there is no legible sign of the 
improvidence which spoilt his life and 
brought him to a pauper’s death in 
1719. He sleeps in Norton Church

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Fortunately there is more to be 
related in this connection, andthe 
Report of the Bureau-of Canadian 
Archives for 1899 furnishes the 
material. 

This young heroine whose full 
name was Marie Madeliene. De 
Vercheres was the daughter of a 
Seignior or landowner who built 
this stockade on his own lands, 
calling. it from his own name 
“Fort Vercheres” and as a girl she 
was known by the family nick- 
name of Magdelon, Some years 
after the event. above referred to, 
namely about 1709 she was married 
M. De La Navdiere, and in 
1722 figured prominently in an- 
other encounter with two Abenaki 
Indians who were giants of their 
tribe and four equaws, this ‘time. 
Thé Indians had entered her house 
for the purpose of having a quar- 
rel with a white man named La 
Perade-who happened to be there. 
Having been ordered by him to 
depart, they ‘went away and noth- 
ing more was, for the moment, 
thought of the ocourrence. In a 
short time however they returned, 
one of whom was now armed with 
a tomakawk while the other carried 
a hatchet. The Indiay who bore 
the hatchet smashed the door of 
the house and then having rushed 
in, aimed a blow at La Perade, 
who dodged the intended stroke 
and thereupon closed with his an- 
tagonist. He was, 
weak for his colossal assailant who 
would soon have overcome bim 
had it not been for the timely aid 
of anotber settler who had just 
come that way. The other Iudian 
who was armed with the tomahawk

He seized a bludgeon of some 
sort and showered his blows with 
such telling effect upon the heads 
and arms of her assailants that 
they were thus obliged to desist 
from further attempts upon her 
life. Released from the grip of 
the squaws, she at once sprang ov- 
er the prostrate form of the Indian 
whom she had so lately overcome, 
and wentto the assistance of La 
Perade. They had now attacked 
him and were endeavoring to re- 
gain posseseion of the hatchet 
with which he was about to slay 
the Indian who bad attacked him. 
In’ spite of the efforts of the 
squaws, La Perade had clinched 
his enemy by the hair of the head, 
preparatory to ending his exist- 
ence, whereupon the Indian hav- 
ing begged for his life? and his 


companions having also at the 


same time begged for theirs, it 
was deemed “more glorious” says 
Madeleine “to spare the conquered 
savage than to take away his life.” 


Thus it was that this brave 
woman no longer a little girl of 
fourteen years of age but a matur- 
ed ‘matron of forty, saved her hus- 
band’s life and that of his friend 
while her young son only twetve 
years old, saved that of his mother. 

This affair was, shortly after its 
occurrence, reported to M. DeVau- 
dreui!, the Governor of the Colony 
(17083-1725) who made a _ personal 
inquiry into the facts. He saw 
the broken door, spoke about the 
matter to the settler who took part 
in the fight, and subsequently 
learned from the Indians them- 
selves what they bad to say with 
reference to it. 

Madeleine states in her letter to 
the Countess De Maurepas, wife 
of the then French Minister of 
Marine (undated) that she wrote 
the account of ber adventure at 
Fort Vercheres (1696) and also of 
the oue just narrated (1722) at 
the request of M. De Beauhbarnais, 
Governor of New France (1725- 
1747), the suocessor of De Vaud- 
reuil 

Thus it will be seen that she 
was living so lately ago, at any 
rate ag 1725. At this time she 
disappears from history and is not 
again beard of, although the writer 
intends at some time in the near 
future to searph the records of the 
Parish in which Fort Vercheres
